E. Cany 
appxoaohed m just outside his offlo* and Instructed a* to escoct 
Mr. Forrest V. Sorralla to the Fifth floor Jail for the purpose of 
Kr. Sorrolla latenrlevdnf; Hr. Jack Buby about his cbootiag of iM 
Horrey Ostold, accused a Bs n s ln of Fresldeiit Keane^y. 

I was pieeant throughout the l&texviou aad overheard the foUotiiag 
<inestlons. asked of Baliy by Kr. Sorrolla. After Sorrolla iatrodueed 
Mtiml t as a Secret Sonriee Agent he asked Snliy why he had abot 
Osuold. aiby stated be had thou^t about this for two days and 
decided it was seaseleas to have a long and loagthly trial and 
■abject Hrs. KenQe4y to having to return to Dallas for it. 

Hr. Sorrells adced Saty if he ksoH Oswald and ha sold, "No, th«(« 
Is no aequalatanoe or conneotica between Oswald and qrsslf." 

Sorrells then questioned Kutay about his heritage and Siby told Ma 
that his father was bom in Baosi&.and his aother was bom la Folksd* 

Sorrells asked Baby if he bad thought pv planned to kill Oswald and 
liuby stated he first thought of Mil ins Ma when he observed Oswald 
in the showup roca two nights prior. He stated the thought came to 
hia when ho observed tha sarcastio sneer on Oswald's face when he was 
to ttie showup stage. Be stated that when be saw Oswald on that night 
he thought It would be ridiculous to hare a trial for Mm when be know 
the results would be the death penalty, since Oswald had killed the 
i^reeidont and OffiLoer Slpplt. 

Buhy also stated that be and bis sister were vezy eaotional pe£^e 
and that Ms sister bad just gotten out of the hos}d.tal and ohe also 
was taking this bard, and that with the facts of the ineldents already 
known to Mm was the ootivatioa for bis shooting Oswald, fiaby then 
stated sooe words to the effect, "Z also want the world to know tlat 
Jews do have £uts."
